However, several of those you used who do know me could have 
provided the correct address. We have moved only once since my first book appeared, to 
where we nov^ live. However, as the area grew, the post office rearranged its rural 
routes, although letters addressed to^'with only Frederick, Md. sometimes do reacfe me, 

1 know also that those with a former rural route have been returned to senders# At first 
we were on^oute 7, then the number was changed to 8, then 12, and then, still without 
moving, we got a street address, still on Route 12, which it has been for wore than a 
decade. If you used Route 12 it should have reached me# If you used one of the other 
route numbers it would dej>end on how long that carried^ had been assigned to that route# 
Some knew me, oth4rs didn t, and when they did not the letters were returned to senders# 

I did not write to chide you for not offering my books for sale. Although they 
withstood time's t sting without a single significant error being found in them and 
almost not that are not significant, you would still be criticized for offering them. 

*ou are welcome to tfffer them if you want and I'll enclose a list. (My wife takes care 
of these things, incl<i|kiing the discounts, except for Whitewash: the Report on the 
Warren Report, on which we can offer no discount except by a special arrangement because 
1 am not able to handle a 12th or 13 printod ro print because of my health impairments 
and limitations Uie can provide it only through a rather expensive actual- size 

xerox) 

I could criticize you for offering Manchester's book and don^t be surprised if 
Secret Service people do# What he wrote about some of them was outrageously dalse and 
insensitive and indecent. And if you are offering the two books you mention what I read 
in the papers was not inaccurate. You are in on awful situation with regard to such 
things# You can^t be enough of a subject expert to know what is factaual and what isn't# 
Th*- current mafia books are quite bad, misleading and misinforming# But you have no way 
of giving thorn a critical reading or of even getting ond. Ny work does differ from the 
othess, however, in not theorizing, particularly not a whodunit# 

If I can be of help, if only in giving advice, of course I'm willing to. I have 
never been one of those who said that Dallas or the spirit of Dallas did it and as I 
think those with whom you have been in touch will tell you, I also criticise those in 
the critical community, including them. This does not n*5un that I dislike them and -*• don't# 
It is a consequence of the focus of my work, which is a study of how our institutions 
worked in that time of crisis and since tlien# While others havo been on flights of fancy 
I've been compelling dusclosure of the witliheld records, now about a third of a million 
pages. They are available to all here while I live and thereafter they will be available 
at local Hood College. Including copies# 

Sorry I wontt be able to see your exhibition# I've not been able to drive out of 
Frederick for more than a decade and any travel is a poolem. I'll be^76 in a few days# 

But thanks for the invitation. I wish you good luck ix with it and no complaints!
